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The MAN EATER. 

The following narrative, at once fhows the relent- 
lefs power of hunger, and how much the fero- 
cious and favage animal enters into the human 
conititution. 

NE Janvier, a French Canadian, belong- 
ing to a trader of the:name of Fulton, be- 
ing obliged todivide his men into two parties, 
which is called the Cawway, or cafting of lots, 
which fhall ftay with the Mafter. The fithing 
party confifted of Charles Janvier, Francois St. 
Ange, and Louis Dufrefne, all natives of Canada, 
who being provided with axes, ice cutters, and 
fithing materials, fet off, and at the expiration of 
eight days arrived at a convenient place where 
they built a het, in which they lived for fome time 
tolerably well ; but filhing failing them, and hav- 
ing no fuccefs in hunting, they were almoft ftarved. 

In this fituation, the bad {pirit entered into the 

heart of Janvier, and he being the ftrongeft man 

fupported hunger better tian his companions, by 
which he was enabled foon after, to effc& a diabo- 
lical purpofe he had formed of killing the firit In- 
dian which fhou!d come in his way, and which he 
declared he would do. Inthe height of their 
diftrefs Janvier perceived a favage at fome diftance 
with a load on his back and inftantly returning to 
his companions informed them of the approaching 
relief, they inftantly got up, and though very weak 
and came out of the hut as faft as their feeble limbs 
would allow them. The Indian arrived, took off 
his load, which was only two otters, and two hares 
and gave them to Janvier, who received them 
with great fatisfaction ; and when he had fkinned 
them, boiled them ina kettle, without cleanfing 
them, fo extreme was theirhunger. This feafon- 
able relief. was foon devoured and from the eager- 
nefs with which Janvier eat, and the fatisfaction 
which appeared in his countenance when he looked 
at the favage, the men were in hopes he had for- 

ot the rath determination he had formed, and 

attered themfelves his mind was not fo depraved, 
as to entertain a thought of doing an injury to the 
man whofe timely afliftance faved their lives. 

The next morning the Indian told them, he was 

forry he could not affift them further, having no 

ammunition, but that he was going to Mr. Ful- 
ton, fora fupply. 

Janvier’s heart being inexorable even to the 
k:indnefs he had received, he defired the favage to 
affiit him in placing a large log of wood on the 
fire, as his companions were unable te do it. 
The Indian cheertally complied, and ftooping to 
take it up, Janvier knocked him down with an ax, 
and dragged him to the door of the hut, cut him 
up, and with the molt unfeeling barbarity, put 
as much of the fiefh of his deliverer into the ket- 
tle as he though: fofficient for a meal. When it 
was drefied he compelled Francois St, Ange, and 
Louis Dufrefne, to partake of it, and obliged 
them to kifs the crofs which hung at his breaft, 
and {wear by all the faints, never to reveal the 
tranfaction; threatning, at the fame time, that if 
they did they fhould thare the fame fate. Inti- 
midated by his threats, and the certainty that he 
would fulfill them, they folemnly propofed per- 
fe& compliance with his injonétions. Having 
overcome their firft averfion, which extreme hun- 
ger had occafioned, they ate immoderately of the 
horrid meal, and foon after fell fick, with violent 
retchings. During their indifpofition they com- 

lained to each other foftly, that it was eating the 

Tndian’s fieth which had occafioned their ficknefs: 

Janvier overhearing them, called them fools and 

rafcals, and afked them if they were afraid the 

favage would come to life again ; and with an in- 
folent {neer defired them to tell him which they 
thought the beil part of a man? The poor fellows 
only replied, they were very fick, and conld not 
tell the cauie. In afew days (having no other 
provifion) the Indian was eaten up, acd Janvier 





determined to have human fief if no other could 
be obtained. ‘To this end he fought an opportu. 
nity to quarrel with St. Ange—Dafrefne not dar- 
to interfere in the difpute. Janvier, willing, 


| however to appear as plaufible ia the eyes of Du- 


fref{ne as poflible, widened the breach very art- 
folly, till pretending he was no longer able to 
contain his anger, atked Dufrefne if he did not 
think St. Ange deferved the Indian’s fate, for 
daring to fay he would reveal the circumftance he 
had fo folemnly fworn to conceal. Dufrefne 
dreading the confequences of differing with him 
in fentiment, faid he, thought St. Ange was to 
blame ; upon which reply, Janvier immediately 
ftruck him with the’™x, and killed him: He then 
cut him up, and boiled a part, of which he oblig- 
ed Dufrefne to partake, he not daring to thew any 
relu€tance. Fortunately for Dofrefne the weather 
became more moderate, and having caught plenty 
of fith, they propofed to return to their matter. 
Janvier, intoxicated with the Ideas of his fuperi- 
ority obliged Dufrefne to drag him in an Indian 
flay to Mr. Fualton’s houfe—a cruel impofition 
upon him; and a dreadfal fervice to a week ema- 
ciated man! but knowing he was unable to refift, 
he made a virtue of neceflity, obeyed the tyrant 
with feeming cheerfulnefs. On the journey he 
was frequently reminded of his oath, and the fa- 
tal coniequences that would attend him if he 
thould ever devulge the fecret, which Jaavier af- 
{ured him would produce inftant death. 

The enormity of this wretch’s guilt, above 
what is moft horrid in animal ferocity and rage, 
feems to favour the Manichean doétrine of an evil 
{pirit pervading nature, and of demons or devils 
mixing and fhedding their baleful influences on 
human fouls, It will doubtlefs be a fatisfaétion 
to the reader to be informed, that this fon of hell 
was brought by Mr. Fulten to confeffion and con- 
dign punifiment.

«¢ The Indians have paid a vifit in our 
yarter laft Thurfday night about fix miles 
from Wheeling, and took off feven horfes 
ad one they killed with an arrow ; they 
were purfued by a party, but finding them. 
{aves too inconfiderable for the Indians were 
obliged to give over their purfuit without 
any {atistaction.”” 

Philadelphia, March 28.—Official accounts 

have been received at the War Office, from 
Lent. Col, Commandant Wilkinfon, advif. 
ing of his having vilited the field of action 
of the 4th Nov. lait, and returned to Fort 
Wathington, without having feen any Indi- 
ans. 
,He commenrved his march from Fort 
Wathington the 25th January, with two 
cawmanies of the fecoud regiment and one 
hasdred and thirty voiunteers, of Columbia 
dittrict, in the vicinity of Fort W athington, 
The {now being deep, retarded the march of 
the party, fo that they did not reachFort Jeffer. 
fou, fixty-eight and an half miles diftaut un. 
til the goth January, where the inow was 
iwo feet deep ona level. 

Bad weather prevented the march from 
Fort Jefferfon until the 3d of February, 
when, from the path being exceffively bad 
for the infantry, Col. Wilkinfon ordered 
then te return to Fort Wathington, white 
he proceeded to the field of battle, on which 
he arrived at ten o’clock the 4th of Februa. 
ry, being twenty-nine milesfrom Fort Jef. 
ferion. ‘** A defcription of the fpectacle 
which the field prefented, though covered 
with twenty inches deep of fnow, would be 
ofenfive to humanity.” 

The Colonel buried as many of the dead as 
could be difcovered. He found all the cannon 
carriages, except three, rendered unfit for 
fervice; on one of which a four. pound iron 
carronade continued mounted. The other 
annon could not be difcovered, being proba- 
bly covered by fnow or ice, or buried in the 
vicinity. The damaged carriages were burnt, 
aad the iron feparated, which, with the three 
citriages and <arronade, were placed on leds 
aid taken to Fort Jefferfon, to which place 
the party returned on the sth, having en- 
amped on the field of battle during the night 
of the ath February. 

Not a tree or bufh, or fcarcely a twig, 
could be found on the left, between the lines 
oi the army, which had not been marked by 
a ball, 

On the 11th of February, after Colonel 
Wilkinfon had left fort Jefferfon, it appears 
that Captain Shaylor, the commanding officer 
L. Biffel, Mr. Mafon, Mr. Kibby, Mr. Fow- 
le, with Capt. Shaylor’s fon and a foldier, 
being about half a mile diftance from the fort, 
arching for fome hickory>wood for the pur- 
Poles of the fort, were fuddenly fired upon 
anumber of Indians dreffled in blue coats. 
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Mr. Mafon and young, Mr. Shaylor were 
killed upon the fpot. ‘The Capt. efcaped to 
Fort -Jefferfon, with an arrow fticking in 
him. Lieut. Biffell, and two others (not 
named) efcaped to Fort Hamilton, and one 
was {till miffing. Capt. Shaylor is arrefted 
and will be tried at a General Court Marfhall 
for leaving his garrifon contrary to orders. 

Middletown, March 24.—Lalt Monday 
night, between the hours of twelve and one, 
a fire broke out in the dwelling houfe of the 
Widow Efther Wetmore of this city. The 
fire had made fuch progrefs before 1t was dif 
covered, thatit was impoflible to extinguifh 
it. The Houfe, principal of the furniture, and 
Mrs. Wetmore’s wearing apparel were foon 
reduced to afhes. Mrs. Wetmore and a Ne- 
Bro girl, the only perfons who lived in the 
houfe, were ablent on a vifit to Co}. Philips’s 
and had been there three or four days. The 
fire broke out ina part of the houfe where 
none had been kept for fix weeks. ‘I hefe cir- 
cumftances, induced a belief that fome aban- 
doned villain had broke open the houfe and 
fet it on fire to conceal the burglary, A mu. 
lato who calls himfelf Dick Goold, from New- 
York, was taken up on fufpicion, and confef 
fed that he had, the day before, taken five 
doliarsfrom the houle.

From LINDSAY’s Hore DIARY, March 12. 
On Sunday laft, arrived the brig George, 
Capt. Mitchell, in 39 days from Jamaica— 
On Thurfday the 6th inft. fpoke the Colum. 
bia, Capt. Cammell, from Charlefton, bound 
to Philadelphia, in Cape Hatteras, S. W. 20 
leagues—hazy weather.—Capt, Mitchell in- 
forms that-rem was fo-fcarce- in Kinylton that 
he was obliged to give at the rate of five 
fhillings per gallon by the puncheon for new 
rum, and could only procure one puncheon 
in all Kingfton—and that good fugar was as 
high as eighteen dollars per hundred weight 
—he fays they have promifing crops, which 
he expects will in a fhort time, reduce the 
above articles to their ufval prices. —Previ. 
ous to his failing he was informed by a per- 
fon from Cape Pranitte, that the Mulaitoes 
had taken Aux Cays and many other_places 
of confequence; that fome diforder prevail- 
ed among the people, which carried off num- 
bers of the inhabitants and foldiers infomuch 
that they could fearcely parade men cnough 
to mount guard and that they were under 
go apprehenfions of an attack from the 
Jegroes and Mulattoes, the latcer of whom 
pofleffed one fide of the Ifland (the Negroes 
the other) putting all perfons who fell under 
their hands to immediate death.—A few days 
before he left Kingfton, four frigates arrived 
there from Great-Lritain with’a reinforce- 
ment Of troops, arms and ammuuition, and 
that two other tranfports were daily expect- 
ed—all of which would be placed on the war 
ftation.—He further adds, that there are 10 
or 1200 effective men armed and accoutred in 
the IMland, and the Negroes have remained 
quiet and have not fhewn the leaft tendency 
to an infurrection.
